L ELEMENTS OF THE OFFENSE:

The essential elements of the offense of Possession of a Firearm by a Convicted Felon, in 
violation of 18 U.S.C. § 922(g)(1), are: 

1 , That the defendant Icnowingly possessed a firearm, that is, a handgun; 

2, That the firearm had been shipped or transported fi'om one state to another; and, 

3, That at the time the defendant possessed the handgun^ the defendant had been 
convicted of a crime pimishable by imprisonment for a terni exceeding one year, 
and such crime does not involve the exceptions in 18 U.S.C. § 921(a)(20).^

term exceeding one year" as excluding such business crimes as antitrust offenses, as well as 
offenses characterized by the state as misdemeanors that are punishable by imprisonment for two 
years or less. Thepredicatefelony in this case does not trigger any of these exceptions.

III. PENALTIES: 

Pursuant to 18 U.S.C. §§ 922(g), 924(a)(2), and 3571(b)(3), the defendant may be 
imprisoned for not more than ten years, subjected to a fine of not more than $250,000, or both. 
Furthermore, he may be subjected to a term of supervised release of not more than three years. 
18 U.S.C. § 3583(b)(2). 

The defendant agrees to pay a special assessment of $100 to the Clerk's Office for the 

United States District Court prior to the date of sentencing.
